PEONIES AND THEIR CULTURE 


Peonies prefer a deep, well drained soil, in full sun, 
fairly rich and of medium texture, neither very heavy 
nor very sandy. Manuring is not recommended at 
the time of planting nor subsequently as long as the 
plants maintain a satisfactory growth. Bone meal and 
sheep manure are probably the safest fertilizers to use. 
Plant two to four feet apart, covering the eyes only 
two or three inches when the ground is leveled. 
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Size of roots—Planting Season. Roots offered for 
fall planting only; spring planting is not recommended. 
Our shipping season is from September 15 to about 
December 1. Standard divisions have 3 to 5 eyes, 
with a portion of root large enough to insure a strong 
growth, usually with a few blooms the first season.
